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SUPPLEMENT 


1. Boads. There is an automobile highway from Melbork (Marienburg) to Kaliningrad 
KGnigeberg) . 


2. Bridges. Moat of the bridges over the Vistula have been blown up. At Malbork 
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there is an old wooden bridge of a carrying capacity of three tons, although 
care up te eight tons may use it. Thera is no bridge at Tesew (Direchsu) and 
she river is crossed by ferry. In particular, directly north of Warsaw, there 
48 no bridge. Traffic from the north therefore goes through Wysekow. In 
Giangk the bridges were eeversly danaged and have been to some extent replaced 
by vary poor wooden bridges, 


AdieSields in Gdynia, Gdansk, Gliwice and Katowice are in poor conditions; they 
have ao cewent launching ramps. The hangars have been wrecked, but are being 
reoullt. The airfield in Warsaw is good: 1% has wide launching ranpa of.
